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SCHOOL BOARD 
MAY FILL POOL 
AT PLAYGROUND 


Fail To Receive Sugges­ 
tions From Citizens; 
Members Are 
Divided. 


BOYS’ LEADER 
TO PREACH HERE 


Aroused at the apparent indiffer­ 
ence of Gettyburgians, who earlier in 
the week were publicly asked to ex­ 
press their sentim ents on filling the 
community 
swimming 
pool 
with 
ground from the excavation from the 
new high school building, or allowing 
it to remain as it is, 
the 
dumping 
place for old tin cans, sticks, stones 
and other debris, to be used probably 
at some tim e in the indefinite future 
for its intended purpose, members of 
the school board today were seriously 
considering proceeding with the filling 
of the out-door 
tank with ground, 
smoothing over the surface so as to 
conform with the lay of the land at 
the Playground and making it part 
of the general beautification of the 
grounds around the new high school 
building. 
Early this week, the*1 school board, 
using the columns of The Gettysburg 
Times, asked for written opinions in 
the hope of solving its dilemma. 
One 
letter, signet! “A Grandmother,” was 
received, and members of the school 
board were not approached by tax 
payers or persons who helped to pay 
for the installation of the swimming 
pool with suggestions which might 
!>e used in shaping their future action 
with regard to the disposition of the 
large concrete tank. 
No Course Suggested 
Even the letter received from ‘‘A 
Grandmother” 
did 
not 
suggest 
a 
course of action for the school board, 
and the members of the board of edu­ 
cation have about decided that they 
will act as judge and 
jury 
in 
the 
matter. 
The 
letter 
of 
“ A 
Grand­ 
mother,” who asked that her name be 
omitted, was as follows; 
“If the school board has the chil­ 
dren's interest at heart it would ap­ 
preciate the fact that no pool of stag­ 
nant water is sanitary' for children to 
swim or play in, let 
alone 
allowing 
men and women to use the pool. 
I 
have just such a pool in mind, which 
had to he discarded on account of the 
children breaking out in sores. 
This 
pool was not run by the school board, 
hut the Civic Club. 
I am not in a 
position 
to 
say 
what 
disposition 
should be made of the pool/ 
One member of the school board, 
George W. Black, this morning said 
he had been approached 
by 
several 
“representative” citizens who express­ 
ed the opinion, that it was unfortu­ 
nate that the pool had been installed 
at the expense of 
the 
public, 
that 
there was no supply of water avail­ 
able at present to place it to the pur­ 
pose for which it was 
erected 
and 
that they were agreed that the pool 
should be allowed to remain as it is, 
in the hope that at some future time 
some 
arrangement 
could be made 
whereby it could be kept filled with 
a supply of fresh water. 
Board Is Divided 
Mr. Black, who is secretary of the 
board, and John W. Brehm, member, 
are in favor of allowing the pool to 
remain as it 
is. 
The 
other ^ three 
members of the board, I. L. Taylor, 
A. B. Plank and John Mcllhenny, are 
said to favor filling 
the 
pool 
with 
ground. 
So 
if 
the 
matter 
were 
left to the educators for the last word, 
the 
tank 
would 
probably 
be 
ob­ 
literated, and the ground beautified. 
Members of the school board who 
favor filling the pool with ground 
from the excavation for the new high 
school building, say they do not want 
to incur liability for an accident that 
might occur at the pool after guards 
have been removed for the night. 
The expense of having fresh water 
in the pool at all tim es is also put 
forward by the three members of the 
board as another reason why the pool 
cannot be maintained.

Prefacing his findings of law, and 
an equal division of the costs, Judge 
Fuller says: “We sympathize with the 
plaintiffs most vitally concerned, and 
would rejoice to preserve for them 
the enjoyment of privacy so dear to 
us all, but we live in an age destruc­ 
tive of privacy, and the utmost pro­ 
tection we can afford is set forth in 
these findings of law.”
